the Diſcoverer. The Entrance of the 
Great Biſhop with his company , and 
the form of their ſutting deſcribed ; upon 
proclaiming of filence , they are interrapt- 
ed by the clamonrs of ſome Souls in Purga- 
tory, that were broke looſe, exclaiming 
againſt the Great Biſhop for bis ungrate- 
fulneſs to them for their Services and ſuf- 
{erings. The lame Apologies he uſed to ex 
cuſe himſelf. Their Remiſſion back to the 


place of puniſhment, 


He fioom, as I ſaid before, was very 
- Jarge and ſpacious, and yet full of 


ompany walking to and fro, as they do 
t rhe Exchange , and talking together 
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with much warmth and earneſtneſs, with. 
ſtretching out the hand, thumping- the 
Breaſt, and looks compoſed to ſo much' 
auſterity, as ſomewhat exceeded the natu-: 
ral gravity of the Spaniard , tho thoſe 
Mazeſtick Don's we know are the moſt 
ſolemn and grave in their deportment, of 
anv other. Only: one fellow T obſerved 
much to be admired, being both in his ha- 
birand carriage different from all the reſt 
of the Company ; his habit was partp par 
valc, the one Moietie of his karkals 
from head to Toe, was dreſt up in the 
Spaniſh Mode, with all the formal haþje 
liments of a ftrutting Dot, with Beaver 
cockt, and arm a kimbo; the other hal 
of him was on the contrary .accoutred in a 
,moſ ridiculous dreſs, like the Kingve.of 
Fiubs, in Coat and Hoſe, with an hanging 
Sleeve,made vp of patches of more yarious 
colours than a Taylor's Cabbage-bed, ora 
Party-coloured Cuſhion, on that fide of 
bim, he worea Cocks Feather in his Hat, 
ard other mimical and antique accoutre 
ments; He was of hirmſelfan ugly ſquint 
ing fellow, whoſe Eyes look'd nine wale 
at once, and that which was more ſtrang 
in him, his looks were as much diverſifiec 
as his habir; for look upon him on. hi 
| Snaniſh 
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Spaniſh ſide, and his look was compotfed to 
a'demure and ſupercilious gravity, rather 
frowning than otherwiſe; but look upon htm 
on the other ſide and his face was all ape 
and ridicule,and his Jaws drawn up into the 
form-of laughter,all fop and foolerie. I was 
much pleaſed with the humour of this com- 
pounded Animal , but could not tell for 
the life of me what to make. orc, except 
a Fack-a-lent, having ſeen Puppets ſo cal- 
led in Mlbonta,patct'd up in that manner. 
But Philerop better informed me, that 
it was the great Biſhops Jeſter,and thar 
he called himfelf by the name of Deracli- 
tug---Thar, ſaid I, methinks is a very im- 
proper [Title fora man of mirth, ( as Jeſt- 
ers ſhonld be) Peraclitug we” know was. 
all over ſober ſadneſs, nothing: of fop in 
him; That's true replied : Philerop, bur 
this Fellow aCting both knave and fool has: 
raken-uponthim a double pare accordingly, 
whick-you. ſee he repreſents both in the 
garb-and geſture. . He pretends himſelf a 
Tragi-comedian, and acts both Jeſt and 
Earneſf, vpon which account he might as.. 
well bave compounded his name as his- 
hamours, and called -himſclf Deramocri - 
tus, it would: have ſounded in my mind - 
much better, however as ſtrange a Crea-

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ture as he appears to you. He is lookt 
upon here, as a very ſerviceable inſtru- 
ment for the Promoting the Petropolitan 
Intereſt; being one of thoſe Faction 
mongers (of whom there are a great ma» 
ny in this place) that betwixt jeſt and ear- 
neſt are to create diviſions, and ſet the Go- 
vernment and People at odds one with 
another; thus when he is in ſober earneſt; 
his ſerious part is employed only about 
dreams, and ſtories of a former Rebellion 
Jong fince ated in Mibonia ; of which: 
_ though the Attors are long fince dead, and: 
their crimes almoſt forgotten, yet thispo+: 
litick Whifler would needs perſuade -the 
Government that the Ghoſts of thoſe! 
Rebelsare revived underanew form: ro ac 
their old parts over again; and by this: 
means to divert the Magiſtrates fromall 
ſuſpicion of the Pctropolitan party, and 
to believe the Albonrans themſelves:te 
be the Plotters againſt their own Country x 
And thus' his ferious part” 18'. made.up :of 
meer fiftion and foolery; but his fooling. 
part 1s compounded on the contrary 66 
things of a moſt ſad and ſolid nature ( e- 
nough to make a true Yeraclitus to'weep 
In earneſt (the fear and. troubles of the” 
People about the Events of this: helliſty 
Conſpiracy, 
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Conſpiracy, now on foot againſt them all 
which (his part is to- turn into drol] and 
ridicule, and to perſuade the People, that 
their Governours do but lavgh at them 
for their fooliſh fears; and that-that is all 
the remedy they will afford to prevent 
them-- And by this way he defigns to 
jeſt the People into hard thoughts of the 
Government , and ſo to ſet them one 2- 
geainſt another. Well, having received this 
account of Yeracilitus , 1 thought him 
not worth any further regarding , ſo ler 
him paſs on in his jocular huft co diverc 
my eyes with ſome other proſpects: Bur 
here I muſt not omit to acquaint you (be- 
fore I paſsfurther) with the furniture of 
this [voty Pallace 3 there were hanging 
againſt the Walls of ir, in ſome places , 
the Kieliques of ſome of the Petropoli- 
tan Martyrs, which the great Bifhop 
and the Conelave for their zealous ſervi-. 
ces and ſufferings had cannoniſed with 
Saintfhip-; in one place was a Tnife 
hanging beſmeared with blood , which 

teroy told me was the inſtrument 
wherewith Atavillaie murthered Denrp + 
the fourth of France, and for that fact 
tormented to death (as he deſerved) with 
moſt exquiſite tortures; next to thatwwas 
C 4 placed 
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placed the dark Lanthorn of Guido Faur 
the Nſhontan Traitor, that was to have 
blown up the Senate Youſe, with the 
Aſſembly of the two grand Eſtates and 
Hayat Family in it, had not Providence by 
a Diſcovery in a very ſtrange manner pre- 
vented the Deſign, for this Fact he re- 
ceived a deſerved puniſhmenr, but was af- 
:crwards at Petropolis Sainted for it--- 
rhere was alſo hanging by a thred a Ball, 
in reſemblance of the Fire-balls where- 
with the Petropolitans lately ſince had 
deſtroyed the famous City of Londinople } 
the AJetropolis of Albonia ; the prin- 
cipal Author of which, was afterwards 
hang'd, though the reſt by the means and 
inaterpoſition of ſome great Intereſts, for 
that time eſcaping, are yet reſerved for a 
furure Vengeance---Beſides theſe were 
hanging ſeveral pictures the deſigns of 
which particularly Philerop explained ro 
me. One of them was a repreſentation 
of a moſt horrid . Maflacre, ated within 
the circuit of a great and populous City 
by the Bloody-thirfty Petropolitans di- 
{tinguiſhed from the reft by Crofles and 
other ſignatures ; the flaughter was ſo 
great, and the Villanies and Cruelties there

The next thing that I defired to be in- 
formed of, was concerning- one part of 
their Deſign which I heard given them 
in charge at Strombolo, of firing -our 
Towns and Habitations.

that laid this great City it aſhes in the 
year 1666. which Captain-Lobed,' whs 
was after in the year -1676., engaged'by 
the Benedictine Monks at Paris 0a 
the like Deſigns, hath in a Narrative:(fince 
publiſhed ro the World) made out ro be 
begun and carried on by the Petrops!t- 
tang, with a conſiderable booty of many 
thouſand pounds value, which they gor 
to themſelves as Plunder, out of the 
Goods of the diſtrelled Citizens. 

They have fince carried onthe Deſign 

as hotip as before, by firing ſeveral other 
Towns and Cozpozations in Albonia, 
and particolarly lately a great part of a 
{famous and populous Burrough on the 
FSouth fide of MO 4 
\ 2 
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This Deſign is carried on by a parti- 
cular Committee, who have ſub-divided 
themſelves into ſeveral Partics, accor- 
ding to their varioug managements , to 
contrive the moſt likely means and pla-

leſs then twelve ſeveral diſtinct waps

One of which is bp bzibing Servants 
to fire the Doules of their Aaſters.

Giffozdug, a Villain that hath been a 
Pzincival Actor in moſt of the former 
Conflagrationg , who had engaged 
one Nicholas to play the Devil in his 
room. This Nicholas, asa proof of his 
$kill, having {ome acquaintance with a 
Servant-Maid living with a Lawper in 


| the Weſt parts of-this City, inſinuated 
| himſelf by his ſubtle Arguments fo far 


with her, as upon promiſe of 5 l, and half 
a Crown in earneſt, he procured her to 
ſer fire on her Maſters Papers, which ſet 


ice on the Houſe ; but Watcimen-com-1] 


ing by (it being late at night) prevented 
its ſpreading and ſeized herz when carry- 
ing her betore a Magiltrate, ſhe confe& 
ſed the FaCt, and who it was that ims

Our Deſign was broke to him by the 
Midwife, at whoſe houſe you found ns, 
the Wife of a Franconian Merchant, and 
ſo zealous a Votary to the Petropolitan 
Religion, that ſhe declared a courage and 
reſolution beyond what is uſual in her 
Sex, in all her aCtiags. This perſon was 
NO Confident of the Lady Wilpo's, 

ife to one of the Petropolitan Tozds, 
and, as zealous in this Cauſe as her ſelf. 
By whoſe advice and affiſtance, the afore- 
ſaid Camperil, after ſome petty trials 
had of his abilities, was imployed in the 
Service.

Then acquaints him with the Lord 
Maincaſtle, who likewiſe approves him.

Priſon, 

After that, he is ſent by the Lady 
Wilpo with a Pacquet to a Prieſt in the
